New growth 
a striking red to purplish. 


HINO-DE-GUMO Large, semi-double white margined pink. Petals crimped. Handsome, deep-green foliage.

USU BENI Known, too, as Showa-no-sakae. Sea-shell pink often mottled white. Loose carnation-type 
flower. A knockout. 


TOTENKO Darkest green foliage of all sasanquas remaining so the year ’round. Clusters deep pink blos- 
soms down the stems. 


SHISHIGASHIRA Dwarf grower. Double red. Best for rock gardens, patios, low plantings and pot culture. 


SHICHIFUKUJIN A rapid grower. Rich pink, semi-double flowers in abundance. Fast becoming a favorite in 
the landscape.
